$1. 250. 000, are stored annua'ly. There 
are great quantities of razor-batk 
hog hams sent from Pennsylvania, and 
ibox upon box of other meats and 
poultry. 

The latter product is preserved on 
a highly ‘scientific basis, the chickens 
being fed only buttermilk for ten days 
preceding their trip to the scaffold, 
which leaves their stomachs and in- 
testines in such a condition as to pre- 
Vent any odor tainting the flesh dur- 
ing storage.

Mountain of Salt. 

{Scientific American:] "A mountain 
of rock salt, 300 feet in height and 
nearly a mile in diameter, is described 
by Prof. -F. Gautier as occurring 
near Jelfa, Algeria. Two other hills 
of this. character are known in Al- 
geria, both being near Biskra, and in 
all cases the salt is surrounded by 
Triassic maris and clays. 

A curious feature of the Jelfa hill 
is the fact that, in spite of the very 
soluble character of the material com- 

it, it stands up in high relief 
from the surrounding clay and con- 
tains no valleys or other sign of 


It does, however, contain a number 
of sink holes, as in a limestone coun- 
try. When the brief torrential rains 
of winter occur the water sinks almost 
at once into these cavities and soaks 


through the permeable salt, emerging 
at the ma of the hill in salt 
springs.

“I believe that 95 per cent. of our 
criminals can be turned into good 
citizens, but the vindictive theory of 
treating lawbreakers must ove way 
to the refoermatory idea before that 
ean be accomplished. When I was 
an officer of the penitentiary at Michi- 
gan City, Ind., years ago, it 
customary for a guard™to 
naked prisoner over a barrel an 
whip him with a cat-o’-nine-tails until 
his blood ran down on the floor. 
have lived through that age of bar- 
barism and have done my share to 
end it, and I think I understand what 
I am talking about. Brutality never 
changed a thief into an honest man 
and never will. 
MAKING THIEVES HONEST MEN. 

“There is only one way of treati: 
prisoners in our workhouses, reforma- 


liquor out of him, cigarettes ovt of 
him, foolishness out of him and teach 
him to read if he is illiterate and 
teach him a trade, if he hasn't one, 
by which he can earn his living when 
he is free. Take him away from the 
city and put him out in the country 
on land.

We 
discussed prison orm and I began | 
attending prison reform conferences. 
WONDERFUL WORK IN INDIANA. 
“The warden with whom I went 
into office was a kind and honest 
man. He worked with me and 
helped to end the system of hiring 
convicts out to prison contractors. I 
was at Michigan City for six years. 
We had the custdédy of 800 prisoners. 
I saw that they were divided into two 
classes—normal and abnormal, and 
that is the way’ I now divide mankind 
generally Normal men can be trusted. 
The other kind can't be trusted and 
therefore they must be watched. In 
the observations I am making are 


humane and successful prison man- 
ment. 
"Then Gov. Durbin appointed me 
warden of the reformatory at Jeffer- 
sonvilie. I took the place with the 
understanding that politics were to 
be kept out of the institution, and 
that I was to hire all my helpers and 
dismiss any one I pleased without in- 
terference. There were 1200 inmates 
of the refermatory—men ranging in 
age from 20 to 30—and among them 
were murderers, housebreakers, bank

a school of letters, employing expert 
mechanics and experienced teachers 
as instructors. Our graduates, as I 
termed them, certificates, show-

First of all the would-be policeman 
must know every phase of criminal 
law. No mistakes must be made as 
to what constitutes crime, and in what 
way it differs from minor offenses. Woe 
be to the student who fails to acquaint 
himself with the regulations which 
limit his power! He must understand 
full well where his authority ends as 
well as where it Marked at- 
tention is given to physical develop- 
ment among the men. It is true they

Tt @ sa’ that the small percent- 
age of criminals in the country is due 
to the efficiency of the force. The 
most common offense, by far, is that 
of theft. I do not mean to say that 
they are a nation of thieves—far 
from it, but stealing is not an un- 
known act among them, especially in 
the interior. 
All young men who wish to volun- 
teer as police students are rigidly 
examined as to character and capac- 
ity to receive instruction. The chosen 
ones, if destitute of financial means 
to pursue their studies, are sent to 
school at the expense of the govern- 
ment. When the training is com- 
plete the government supplies them 
with a uniform, and they enter upon 
duty with a promise of the munificent 
sum of about $10 a month, from 
which they must begin to repay the 
government for their school course 
and the uniform. This latter item 
is but a emall one, for clothing is 
furnished at ‘cost price, which 
amounts to but $4. 
Here is a@ force equipped and 
trained, and yet not machine-made, 
men ready to give their best service 
to the country, and by dint of much 
sacrifice relieve themselves of finan- 
elal obligation for schocling—and al) 
for a dollar and a quarter a week!

RARE ANIMALS PROM INDIA. 
Four Cat Bears Reach Boston as 
Part of a Consignment at for a Moving 
Picture 


| from the Hima- 
laya Mountains, said to be the first 
ever brought into this country, have 
arrived in Boston, together with a 
number of other rare animals from 
India.
